Any  garden  will  acquire  double  interest  and  charm  if  some 
unusual  plants  or  flowers  are  grown.  For  the  convenience  of 
customers  we  have  grouped  a  selection  of  them  which  are 
worthy  of  space  and  care,  to  please  the  more  discerning  flower 
fancier.  Try  some  of  them. 


CHILEAN  LILY.  A  very  choice  perennial  for  sunny  loca¬ 
tions  requiring  deep  soil  for  its  spreading  fleshy  roots.  Its 
flowers  in  June  and  July  are  clusters  of  orchid-like  blossoms 
ranging  in  colors  from  orange,  salmon,  pink,  yellow  and  cream. 

Pot  grown  plants  35c  each. 

ALSTROEMERIA  CHILENSIS.  Lily  of  the  Inca.  Chilean 
lily,  finest  of  garden  perennials.  35c  each;  3  for  $1.00. 


CAPE  TRUMPET  FLOWER.  A  pot  plant  with  same  re¬ 
quirements  as  the  Amaryllis  but  flowering  much  more  freely 
nearly  the  year  around.  Does  well  outside  during  the  summer 
season.  The  tubular  recurved  flowers  are  of  bright  orange 


color  grouped  in  a  cluster  on  12-in.  stems.  This  novelty  is 
new,  offered  for  the  first  time,  and  will  make  a  most  pleasing 
house  plant  for  years  to  come,  as  they  are  easily  grown.

They  make  fine  house  plants  and  last  for  years  but  are  really 
happier  if  set  out  in  the  garden  in  a  sunny  sheltered  spot  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  and  taken  indoors  again  when  the  rainy 
season  starts.

GLORIOSA  VIRESCENS.  Known  as  the  climbing  Lily,  is 
one  of  the  refined  South  African  plants  worthy  of  trial  in 
gardens  here.  It  demands  a  rich,  loose  soil  in  a  sunny  loca¬ 
tion.  Dormant  roots  to  be  set  out  in  late  spring  throw  up 
slender  stems  bearing  glossy  dark  green  leaves  with  flowers 
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forming  on  top  of  stems,  15-18  inches  tall.  Flower,  as  in 
illustration,  is  of  soft  apricot  with  salmon  glow  when  first 
opening,  then  changes  to  deep  salmon  at  maturity,  and  lasts 
two  weeks  or  more.  A  truly  elegant  flower  for  cutting,  a 
match  for  orchids  in  quality.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR  AZALEAS 
AND  RHODODENDRONS 

These  shrubs  all  want  a  loose  porous  soil  with  much  peat 
or  leafmold.  Clay  soil  is  not  suitable  and  must  be  altered  by 
generous  amounts  of  peat,  even  additions  of  sand,  decaying 
wood,  fir  needles,  etc.,  will  be  beneficial.  Plant  shallow;  do 
not  pack  soil  hard,  and  mulch  freely  with  grass  clippings  in 
summer  to  preserve  moisture  in  soil,  as  they  resent  drying 
out  at  any  time.  Full  sun  and  partial  shade  will  agree  with 
them.  Applications  of  old  manure,  or  ammonium  sulphate  in 
small  amounts  of  1  tablespoonful  per  plant,  will  help  if  growth 
is  poor.  Planting  or  transplanting  may  be  done  any  time, 
as  they  do  not  suffer  from  such  moving  if  kept  moist  after¬ 
ward.  Spraying  of  foliage  at  night  is  very  beneficial  during 
dry  warm  weather.  Pruning,  while  rarely  needed,  can  be  done 
with  good  results  any  time  but  best  right  after  flowering. 
These  simple  rules  will  insure  success  without  fail. 

AZALEA  MACRANTHA.  A  very  late  flowering,  dwarf, 
evergreen  shrub  with  large  deep  salmon  pink  blossoms  of 
great  brilliance,  a  fine  border  shrub  prolonging  by  weeks  the 
flowering  season  of  this  group.  Well  branched  8-in.  plants,
